Man’s will rebelling against God’s 
will is the root of all sin. It began when 
Lucifer, defying God with monstrous 
pride, said “I will” five times (Isa. 14: 
12-14). Self and the flesh are bound up 


together. Miss Ruth Paxson used to 
point out that if you take the final “h” 
off the word “flesh,” and turn. it around, 
you have “self.” All its ugliness is ex- 
posed in a great passage in one of Sam- 
uel Rutherford’s letters (to the Laird of 
Cally, from Aberdeen, 1637; out of print). 
“Alas, that idol, that whorish creature, 
myself,” he wrote, “is the master idol 
we all bow to. What made Eve mis- 
carry? And what hurried her headlong 
upon the forbidden fruit but that 
wretched thing herself? What drew that 
brother murderer to kill Abel? That 
wild himself. What drove the old world 
on to corrupt their ways? Who but 
themselves and their own pleasure? 
What was the cause of Solomon’s falling 
into idolatry and multiplying of strange 
wives? What, but himself, whom he 
would rather pleasure than God? What 
was the hook that took David and snared 
him first in adultery’ but his self-lust? 
and then in murder, but his self-credit 
and self-honour? What led Peter on to 
deny his Lord? Was it not a piece of 


himself and self-love to a whole skin? 
What made Judas sell his Master for 
thirty pieces of money but a piece of 
self-love, idolising of avaricious self? 
What made Demas to go off the way of 
the Gospel to embrace this present 
world? Even self-love and love of ‘gain 
for himself. Every man blameth the 
Devil for his sins; but the great devil, 
the house-devil of every man, the house- 
devil that eateth and lieth in every man’s 
bosom, is that idol that killeth all, him- 
self. Oh, blessed are they who can deny 
themselves, and put Christ in the room 
of themselves! Oh, would to the Lord 
that I had not a myself, but Christ; nor 
a my lust, but Christ; nor a my ease, but 


Christ; nor a my honour, but Christ! 
Oh, sweet word: ‘I live no more, but 
Christ liveth in me’ (Gal. 2:20).” And 


the secret of victory over the self life 
is there in that same verse: “I am cru- 
cified with Christ... and the life which 
I now live in the flesh I live by the faith 
of the Son of God, who loved me, and 
gave himseif for me.”

Apostle Paul at various times 

quoted from the Book of the 
Proverbs. Our Lord Himself al- 
luded to it in Luke 14:7-11 and perhaps 
in John 3:13. Romans 12:20, “If thine 
enemy hunger, feed him . , . thou shalt 
heap coals of fire on his head,” is a 
direct quotation from Proverbs 25:21, 22. 
The words of Proverbs 3:11, “My son, 
despise not the chastening of the Lord 
. . for whom the Lord loveth he cor- 
recteth,” appear in the New Testament 
in Hebrews’ 12:5, 6. This makes one in- 
clined to believe, therefore, that when 
Paul wrote in Ephesians 5:18, “Be not 
drunk with wine in which [that is, in

wine] is debauchery,” his mind went 
back to the classical picture of wine in 
the Old Testament, namely, Proverbs 
23: 26-35. 

For in this passage it is noticeable 
how wine and debauchery are inter- 
woven. The harlot is pictured as. lying 
in wait for her prey, the male “trans- 
gressor.” Then the scene switchés to 
a drinking bout of the two with the 
consequent hangover, babbling, red eyes, 
even wounds of quarreling. 

In verse 31 the admonition is given 
not even to look on wine, fermenting. 
Its deadly bite is serpent-sharp and not 
the least so since it tempts.to “debauch- 
ery.” “Thine eyes shall behold strange 
women, and thine heart shall utter per- 
verse things” (v. 33). 

In verses 33-35 wine is described in a 
way corresponding closely to modern 
scientific characterizations of alcohol’s 
action: 

1. It is an aphrodisiac, tempting to 
sensuality.

2. It disorders muscular co-ordination, 
so that one staggers as on a ship in 
a storm. 

3. It is a narcotic, or anesthetic, mak- 
ing one unconscious to blows: “They 
have beaten me, and I felt it not.” 

4. It is habit-forming: “When shall 
I awake? I shall seek it yet again.” 

In Proverbs 31:3, 4 the “wine in which 
is debauchery” of Paul is again repro- 
bated: “Give not thy strength unto 
{evil] women, nor thy ways to that 
which destroyeth kings.” What is it that 
destroys kings? It is immediately speci- 
fied: “It is not for kings .. . to drink 
wine . . . lest they drink, and forget 
the law, and pervert the judgment of 
any of the afflicted.” The professor in 
psychiatry in the University of Norway, 
Dr. R. Vogt, has shown how alcoholic 
drink weakens the memory. 

It is then as if there were a natural af- 
finity between sensuality and wine and 
it is this to which Paul alludes when he 
says, “Be not drunk with wine in which 
is profligacy.” 





The translation of 1 Corinthians 11:20, 
“When ye come together therefore into 
one place, this is not to eat the Lord’s 
supper,” seems meaningless, since to eat 
the Lord’s Supper was apparently just 
what these Corinthians had come to- 
gether to do. But before the Com- 
munion, as before the Last Supper in 
the upper room, there was a common 
meal of Christians, an agape, or “love 
feast.” It is to this that Paul seems to 
refer in verses 20 and 22 and not to the 
Communion itself. 

It should be noticed that there is no 
definite article in the Greek of the phrase 
translated “the Lord’s supper,” as there 
is in Revelation 1:10, “I was in the Spirit 
on the Lord’s day.” The proper transla- 
tion, then, would seem to be, “When ye 
come together into one place it is not 
to eat a lord’s supper, or, better, “a 
lordly supper.” It is not the place for 
one to put up a big meal where one has 
an excess and another too little. That 
is not an expression of agape, or love. 

Paul would never speak of the Com- 
munion as “a Lord’s supper,” any more 
than he would speak of Christ as “a 
Lord.” You are not to make an elabo- 
rate feast which will bring shame (v. 
22) on those who have not, the poor, 
who cannot return the feast with a cor- 
responding lordly spread (Luke 14:12, 
13). The inscriptions, according to 
Deissmann, use the word kuriakos in this 
sense of “relating to a lord, lordly.” 

Clement of Alexandria, one of the 
earliest of the Fathers, shows us that 
Paul was contrasting the hungry with 
the surfeited at this feast. It is possible, 
then, that the word for “drunken” might 
be translated “full” in the sense of over- 
fed. Clement paraphrases Paul 4s 
follows: 

“And among those who have, they 
who eat shamelessly and are insatiable, 
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shame themselves. And both act badly, 
the one by paining those who have not, 
the other by exposing their own greed 
in the presence of those who have. 
Necessarily, therefore, against those who 
have cast off shame and unsparingly 
abuse meals, the insatiable to whom 
nothing is sufficient, the apostle again 
breaks forth in a voice of displeasure.” 

It is obvious that this does not refer 
to the Communion but to a meal preced- 
ing the Communion. 

Paul had just before (1 Cor. 6:9-11) 
spoken of former Corinthian drunkards 
as “sanctified” and “justified” and now 
in church membership. He would hardly 
charge them in the next breath with be- 
ing drunk at the love feast preceding 
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the Communion. If they had been, if 
they had brought in intoxicating win 
and misused it, that would be no prog 
that intoxicating wine was used in the 
following Communion rite. Indeed it js 
impossible to believe that a Communig, 
with intoxicating wine, “in which,” a& 
Paul said, “is debauchery,” would not 
have excited Paul’s rebuke. 

In concluding, Paul says, “Wherefore 
my brethren, when ye come together tp 
eat, tarry one for another” (1 Cor, 1} 
33). He is reverting to the preliminary 
love feast and admonishes them to table 
manners. One can hardly think of him 
as describing attendance on the Lord’s 
Supper as a coming together eis ton 
phagein, “to the eating.”

Further Notes on 
the Geneva Convention 


The following portions are taken 
from a letter written October 4 by Dr. 
Carl McIntire to the Editor, concerning 
the article in the Trues for September 
30 on the Convention of the Interna- 
tional Council of Christian Churches in 
Geneva: 

It was . . . a source of real regret 

. .. that in your report of the meet- 
ing you made no effort to give a rep- 
resentation of the gracious spirit that 
prevailed, the constant emphasis upon 
prayer and looking to God, and the 
manifestation of brotherly love and 
concern for all. ... 

It is also implied that at the Geneva 
meeting we attacked Dr. Fuller and 
others. I am sure that you did not 
intend to give this impression. .. . 
Dr. McIntire is right in supposing that 

the Editor did not mean that Dr. Charles 
E. Fuller was attacked at the Geneva 
Convention, for he heard no criticism of 
him at that time. The article referred 
to earlier criticisms of Dr. Fuller and the 
Seminary. 

There was a constant emphasis on 
prayer at the Convention, and special 
sessions were given to it; and unques- 
tionably a spirit of love and fellowship 
did prevail among the delegates and 
speakers. 

Shortly before THE Sunpay ScHoo. 
Trmes for September 30 went to press, 
the Editor had to reduce the length of 
his article to save space. The following 
is part of that which was omitted: 

The writer wishes to mention certain 
features and addresses that impressed 
him favorably. Among these were Dr. 
McIntire’s patient handling of the ses- 
sions, in which he gave full liberty to 
delegates and observers to express them- 
selves; the testimonies of the Latin 
American delegates on one afternoon, 
in which they told of their stand for 
the faith against Catholicism and Mod- 
ernism, and of the encouragement that 
the Council had brought to them; the 
addresses of the Rev. George E. Collins, 


retiring Moderator of the Free Church 
of Scotland, on “The Gospel and the 
Bible”; of Dr. Allan A. MacRae, presi- 
dent of Faith Theological Seminary, on 
“Archaeology and the Bible”; and of 
the Rev. William Harllee Bordeaux, gen- 
eral secretary of the American Council 
of Christian Churches, “A Report on the 
United States and Canada,” in the course 
of which he dealt skillfully with the 
difficult problem of race relations. The 
writer also heard particularly com- 
mendatory reports of the address on 
“Communism and the Bible,” by Dr. 
Fred Schwarz, Christian physician of 
Sydney, Australia; and the Rev. Francis 
A. Schaeffer’s address on “The New Mod- 
ernism,” in which he explained and ex- 
posed in a scholarly manner the errors 
of Barthianism.

In glancing through the Tues this 
week (August 26) I read the question 
on Christ’s knowledge of the Scrip- 
tures and the editorial answer. 


In the first paragraph of the answer 
you say, “He was not any the less God 
the Son when he assumed a nature 
which was in all points like ours.” 
I note that you even have the last five 
words in italics, and very probably the 
writer of the answer drew his conclu- 
sion from Hebrews 4:15. But this cer- 
tainly cannot be made to teach that 
the nature which Jesus had was ex- 
actly like ours. Thank God no such 
thing is true! Jesus did not have “the 
carnal mind [that] is enmity against 
God” (Rom, 8:7). 

He told the men of His time that 
they were from beneath and that He 
was from above. The Holy Spirit said 
in 1 Corinthians 15 that the first man 
was a living soul, and that Christ was 
a quickening spirit; that the first man 
was of the earth, earthy, and the sec- 
ond man, the Lord from Heaven. 

The points by which you and I are 
tested are the world, the flesh, and 
the Devil. The Lord Jesus was tempted 
in all points like as we are, yet with- 
out the temptations that come from 
the sinful flesh.

Lessons from the past to encourage us today 


anxieties, perplexities, and doubts 

in the minds of the Lord’s people. 
The present world crisis has already 
done just that. Christians wonder why 
God permits war with all its accom- 
panying horrors. Only recently a per- 
son said that she had given up faith 
in God because He allowed war. The 
Bible teaches us that history is in the 
hand of God, and though it seems to 
get out of hand, it never really does. 

The leading Scripture for this subject 
is Proverbs 21:1, “The king's heart is in 
the hand of the Lord, as the rivers of 
water: he turneth it whithersoever he 
will.” I remember years ago in a Chris- 
tian convention merely quoting this 
yerse in an address. Afterwards, a 
friend, a missionary from Africa, who 
roomed with me during the days of the 
convention, told me how the mere quot- 
ing of these words arrested him and im- 
pressed him. He said that he had never 
noticed such words before. It may be 
that they will impress you. 

When it says, “The king’s heart is in 
the hand of the Lord,” it means the 
king’s plans, his purposes, his intentions, 
the things he desires to do. That is 
shown in Proverbs 4:23: “Keep thy 
heart with all diligence; for out of it 
are the issues of life.” Manifestly, Solo- 
mon is not speaking of the physical 
heart, but that spiritual thing in each 
of us, out of which come our plans, in- 
tentions, purposes. Then to say that a 
thing is in God’s hand is to say that it 
is in God’s power, under His authority. 
God’s Hand and Man’s Evil Deeds 

Most interesting of all in this verse 
is the phrase, “as the rivers of water.” 
The usual Hebrew word for river is 
nahar; it means a long, broad, flowing 
river. That is not the word used here. 
The word in the Hebrew here is channel; 
and back of that word is a picture. The 
word-picture is that of a gardener direct- 
ing channels of water in his garden. He 
has power over it; he turns it as he 
pleases: it is subject to his will. That is 
what Solomon means by saying that the 
king’s heart is in the hand of the Lord, 
and that He directs it, turns it, as, He 
wills. But remember that though the 
gardener controls the direction of the 
channels of water running through his 
garden, he does not change the nature 
of the water. So, although God con- 
trols the hearts of kings; and although 
they are subject to His will, yet He is 
hot responsible for their evil ways nor 
is-He to be blamed for their wicked 
deeds. Remember that throughout this

the king’s heart, “He turneth it whither- 
soever he will.” We do not get out of 
this chapter before we have that state- 
ment emphasized. In the thirty-first 
verse we read, “The horse is prepared 
against the day of battle: but victory 
{[Heb.] is of the Lord.” Kings may make 
war, but your Bible says that the Lord 
decides the issue. Such is the teaching 
ef 2 Kings 5:1: “Because by him [Naa- 
man] the Lord gave victory unto Syria” 
(Heb.). Again in Psalm 144:10 it states, 
“It is he that giveth victory [Heb.] unto 
kings.” With that in view we are told 
in Psalm 146:3, “Put not your trust in 
princes, nor in the Son of man, in whom 
there is no victory” (Heb.). In each of 
these Scripture verses cited, the He- 
brew word is teshuah, (“victory”). And 
they all together emphasize this truth 
that the king’s heart (his plans, pur- 
poses, designs) is in the hand of the 
Lord. 
ILLUSTRATIONS FROM SACRED HISTORY 


I shall show first from the Bible that 
the king’s heart, that history, is in the 
hand of the Lord. 

1. Pharaoh, King of Egypt, thought 
that he was master of his ways and do- 
ings, but Ged showed him otherwise. 
When Moses went to Pharaoh, and said, 
“Thus saith the Lord God . . , Let my 


people go . . .” Pharaoh retorted with, 
“Who is the Lord ... ? I know not the 
Lord” (Exod. 5:1, 2). But he came to 


know Him, and His power. The Lord 
hardened Pharaoh’s heart that He might 
bring upon him his merited judgment. 
Concerning this king, God said: “And 
in very deed for this cause have I 
raised thee up, for to shew in thee my 
power: and that my name may be de- 
clared throughout ‘all the earth” (Exod. 
9:16). Through what He did to Egypt 
and its king, God made for Himself a 
nare which has endured to this day, 
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and for three thousand years God. has 
been known for His work of wonders in 
Egypt at the time of the Exodus (Jer. 
16:14; 23:7). 

2. The King of Assyria, another maker 
of history, thought that he was doing 
just as he pleased. The sacred Scrip- 
tures tell us that his heart, the history 
of his times, was in the hand of the 
Lord. Here is the language of his boast- 
ing: “As my hand hath found the king- 
doms of the idols, and whose graven 
images did excel them of Jerusalem and 
of Samaria; Shall I not, as I have done 
unto Samaria and her idols, so do to 
Jerusalem and her idols? . By the 
strength of my hand I have done it, and 
by my wisdom; for I am prudent: and 
I have removed the bounds of the peo- 
ple, and have robbed their treasures, 
and I have put down the inhabitants 
like a valiant man: and my hand hath 
found as a nest the riches of the people: 
and as one gathereth eggs that are left, 
have I gathered all the earth; and there 
was none that moved the wing, or open- 
eth the mouth, or peeped” (Isa. 10: 10-14). 
What a “boast” (Isa, 10:15) that is! But 
what says the sacred historian and 
prophet? He tells us that the king of 
Assyria is but “the rod,” “the staff.” “the 
axe,” “the saw,” in the hand of God! 
(Isa, 10:5, 15.) 

A Tool That May Be Destroyed 

When the Assyrian king goes out on 
his mission of conquest and plunder, his 
heart is in the hand of the Lord, as the 
channels of water, and is turned this 
way and that way, “whithersoever he 
will.” The prophet-historian says of 
him: “I will send him against an hypo- 
critical nation, and against the people of 
my wrath will I give him a charge, to 
take the spoil, and to take the prey, 
and to tread them down like the mire 
of the streets” (Isa. 10:6). The over- 
throw also of this king was done by the 
power of God, by the hand of God. 

And the might of the Gentile, unsmote by 

the sword, 

Hath melted like snow in the glance of 

the Lord ! 
—Byron. 

For a full exposition of this truth, I 
suggest you read thoughtfully 2 Kings 
19: 21-28. 

3. King Nebuchadnezzar is another 
illustration of Proverbs 21:1. He con- 
quered the known world, and made Baby- 
lon the wonder of the ages. One day 
he walked upon the roof of his palace 
(Dan. 4:29), and surveyed his achieve- 
ments, boasting of them meanwhile 
(Dan. 4:30). But he came to know that 
his heart was in the hand of the Lord,

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New Books for Youthful Readers 


Glimpses of some of the latest and best books of adventure, Christian biography, Bible stories, 
history, missionary heroism, and fiction on the juvenile bookshelves 


ARTIN BUTTERFIELD. By John 
M Burgan, (John C. Winston Co., 

Philadelphia 7; $2.50.) The many 
escapades that a live-wire boy can pack 
into one summer is a revelation not only 
of boyish ingenuity, but also of the phi- 
losophy and motives that activate him. 
Martin Butterfield here takes his place 
by the side of other famous boy charac- 
ters over which boys and their elders 
have chuckled for years. He is not bad or 
mischievous — just active. The author, 
with keen imagination and understand- 
ing of boy nature and reasoning, shows 
the workings of an interested and in- 
quiring mind in an ambitious but alto- 
gether normal boy, who makes mistakes 
but not intentionally. His boon com- 
panion, Sparky Roberts, is a close sec- 
ond. It was not entirely their fault that 
some of their exploits created a dis- 
turbance among grownups, as when 
Martin climbed to the highest girder of 
a cantilever superstructure steel bridge 
and got stuck, requiring the township fire 
department to pry him loose. Life in a 
boys’ camp affords interesting experi- 
ences, and an enterprising “business ven- 
ture” has surprising complications, While 
not religious, the book is clean and 
wholesome and amusing, and offers a 
rich study in human nature for parents 
and teachers, as well as a rollicking story 
of boy life and adventure. 


Romance in the Jungle. By Ethel Mat- 
son. (Zondervan Pub. House, Grand 
Rapids 2, Mich., $2.) Barry Forsyth, who 
tells this tale in the first person, was 
a government agent in Brazil’s rubber 
business and, since the time was 1942, 
coastal shipments were dangerous in- 
deed. It was on the night of the tor- 
pedoing, when he and Laurel Edwards 
were put off in a tiny motor launch, 
that Barry realized he loved this brave 
girl. But Laurel, though Brazilian born, 
was pure American and too reserved to 
return his affection on such short ac- 
quaintance. After their rescue, both be- 
came interested in a boatload of rubber 
“slaves,” among whom a number of 
crertes, or “believers,” labored for the 
Lord. The two cannot understand the 
transformation that takes place in the 
ringleader of these brutish men. But 
when a colleague approaches Barry 
about his own personal relationship with 
God, the seed falls on prepared ground. 
Laurel, too, finds the Saviour not long 
after, and both have so much joy in 
witnessing that the misunderstandings 
common to lovers are pushed into the 
background. Eventually the two are 


united, not only in mutual love, but in

full-time evangelism for Brazil. The book 
is valuable in its portrayals of the little- 
known rubber workers and the very 
ripe mission field they represent. 


Blossom of the Crag. By Marie Bar- 
ham. (China Inland Mission, 237 W. 
School Lane, Philadelphia 44; $1.25.) It 
all began shortly after Chinese Cloud’s 
Older Brother died, when the sorrowing 
child heard one of the Jesus sect say, 
“Though he were dead, yet shall he live.” 
Strange words that Cloud could not for- 
get. Then came the visit to Big Clear 
Lake and the bandit raid that kept Cloud 
and her sister hiding in the pigpen until] 
rescued by Neighbor Hsu, who happened 
to be a Christian leader. The next step 
was a visit to the home town Jesus Hall, 
where Father, his face full of anger, 
pulled her away before she could hear 
what the speaker was saying. Then the 
family learned that Aunt Ho, though a 
bombing victim, had died with a light 
on her face and the name “Jesus” on 
her lips. Cloud continued to wonder at 
these mysteries. Finally, at a much- 
moved university, her hunger was satis- 
fied when Orchid, a girlhood friend, led 
her to the fountain of life. 

How it came about that Cloud was re- 
leased from her parent-arranged and 
hated betrothal, and how she was 
brought at last into the heart and life 
of young Loyalty, a thoroughgoing 
Christian who had secretly loved her 
from childhood, forms the story’s splen- 
did climax. And every reader of it 
will find he has learned two things — 
a new acquaintance with modern China 
and a new understanding of the resur- 
rection power of Christ.

These books will meet a variety of 
needs. Parents will want to read them 
in the evening at “the children’s hour.” 
Sunday school teachers will find them 
excellent for Christmas gifts, rewards, 
and the like. Churches and Sunday 
schools will want to place them in their 
libraries. And pastors will find them 
handy to provide missionary stories for 
their Bible classes. 


These are the first four in a twelve. 
volume “Children’s Missionary Library,” 
and readers will look forward with an- 
ticipation to the eight still to be pub- 
lished. 

Big Brother. By Laura Bannon, (Al- 
bert Whitman & Co., Chicago 6; $2.50.) 
Little Sally was fortunate to have a big 
brother, Dick, who could do almost any- 
thing. He made a little sailboat so that 
Annabelle, Sally’s doll, could take a 
ride out on the river. But he couldn't 
foretell that a gust of wind would blow 
it—and Annabelle — way out to Whale 
Island, where the frogs and turtles sun- 
ned themselves. Sally cried because of 
Annabelle’s plight and Dick felt sad 
because of Sally’s distress. Even Alfred, 
the pup, was troubled about Dick’s prob- 
lem. Funny old Mrs. Green couldn't 
help, and the tall boy with the fishing 
pole made matters worse. It was only 
after the peddler came along with his 
shoestrings that Dick figured a way to 
rescue Sally’s doll, Mrs. Green’s green 
umbrella, and the tall boy’s jackknife! 
This cloth-bound, picture-storybook is 
attractively illustrated with pictures on 
every page; every other pair of facing 
pages are in full color and every other 
pair are printed in blue. Children, two 
to eight years of age, will be intrigued 
with the story and pictures, 


The Ten Commandments. Vols. 1 and 
2. By Elise Harrison. [Illustrated by 
Connie Parker, (Christian Pub., Inc., 3rd 
and Reily Sts., Harrisburg, Pa., $2.25 
per volume.) A new flannelgraph work, 
each volume containing six lessons in 
sixteen pages of text and forty and 
twenty-four pages respectively of beau- 
tifully colored figures, scenery, objects, 
wordslides, and cut-outs, all on specially 
prepared stock that needs no mounting. 

Volume 1, dealing with our duty to 
God, has two introductory lessons. “Giv- 
ing of the Law” and “Breaking the Law,” 
are stories of Moses and the Children 
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Lesson for November 5 


of Israel on Mt, Sinai. Then follow four 
jessons on the first four Commandments. 
An Old Testament story is used to illus- 
trate each: Commandment, and each les- 
gon has a personal, modern application. 

Volume 2 deals with the last six Com- 
mandments, showing our duty to man. 
Again Old Testament stories with verses 
from the New Testament are used to 
bring out the full truth of God’s holy 
Law. 

Children will be able to see in these 
lessons how Christ fulfilled the whole 
Law for them, and how He offers sal- 
yation to all who believe on His name. 


Steps to Nebo. By J. A. Van Gorkom. 
(Baker Book House, Grand Rapids 6, 
Mich., $1.50.) These simple Bible studies 
have to do with thirteen Old Testament 
characters from Abraham to Esther. The 
book’s name — and incidentally the un- 
usual cover picture — is inspired by the 
life of Moses, the third in line. Each 
study is preceded by a page outline of 
the person under consideration. First, 
the introduction gives his place of birth, 
his place among other Bible writers, and 
his place in the Christian home. Then 
follow a number of lessons drawn from 
traits in the character of the subject. 

Some interesting slants are brought 
out ‘in these messages. For example, 
one does not usually think of Joseph as 
a traveler who meets many detours; of 
Solomon as a botanist and zoologist; or 
of Elisha as a military counselor. But 
every chapter has in it many seed 
thoughts for meditation in quiet, as well 
as for classroom study. And though 
written particularly for young people, 
the book is suited to any age. 


The Wealth She Gathered. By Helen 
Marie Cooper. (Chapman and Grimes, 
Inc., Boston 16; $3.) This volume falls 
in the category of pioneer stories. The 
author gives a running account of the 
exploits of her forebears, as told to her 
by her mother. The story goes back 
about one hundred years and tells of the 
hardships, trials, setbacks, and sorrows, 
but also of the progress and success of 
those who played their part in estab- 
lishing our nation. It covers the lives 
of those who braved the storms of time 
and had “spanned the years from ox- 
team to the China Clipper, from tallow 
wick to incandescent light.” While the 
evangelical note is missing, there is a 
reverent attitude toward things spiritual, 
and there is nothing objectionable in 
the contents. 


Bible Stories for Little Folks. (John 
C. Winston Co., Philadelphia 7; $1.25.) 
One of the musts in a Christian home is 
@ book of children’s Bible stories, but 
Many now extant are beyond the reach 
of a slim purse. . Perhaps for this rea- 


~ Son the Winston Company now puts out 


a hew edition of their volume that ap- 
peared first in 1918, and has since seen 
Teprints in the British possessions and 
in the Philippines. A rhymed and illus- 
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trated alphabet of Bible names forms an 
appropriate beginning. The opening 
chapter then tells about “The First Baby 
in the World and His Brother.” The 
next moves on to “The Great Ship That 
Saved Eight People.” It might seem 
from some of the titles following that 
much good material is omitted, but the 
chapters are long and inclusive, hence 
while the third, fourth, and fifth carry 
Jacob in their headings, Abram, Isaac, 
and Esau also have full place in the 
content. In all there are fifteen chap- 
ters taken from the Old Testament, and 
nine from the New. At least one story 
is unusual in that it features Doeg, the 
Edomite, a character not usually allotted 
to children. Black and white illustra- 
tions enliven the text, which is kept at 
Primary and Junior levels. 


Lost in a Sugar Creek Blizzard. By 
Paul Hutchens. (Van Kampen Press, 
Wheaton, Ill, $1.) Bill Collins, the 
narrator of this latest of the Sugar Creek 
Gang series, gives, in his boyish ver- 
nacular, a gripping account of the most 
recent happenings at Sugar Creek. A 
new member is added to the Gang; in 
fact, he was voted in, “sight unseen,” 
because Big Jim thought it was the 
thing to do. And, certainly, Middle-sized 
Jim proved to be a swell guy and a 
real addition to the Gang. In spite of 
a physical affliction, Middle-sized Jim 
was a real sport, and, better than that, 
he was a Christian. The most thrilling 
part of this story is the marvelous way 
in which God cared for the Gang 
through a blizzard that might have 
meant death to them all. 


Snowboot, Son of Fire Eye. Story and 
pictures by Maj Lindman. (Albert Whit- 
man & Co., Chicago 6; $1.50.) When the 
beautiful little colt was born, with a 
white patch on his right hind leg, Bob 
told his father that he’d like to call 
him Snowboot, and so they did. Scottie, 
the big collie, wagged his tail, for he 
liked Snowboot, too. Father decided, 
after the colt had twice run away from 
home, that he should have been called 
“Little Runaway.” The third time he 
ran away he didn’t come back, because 
now he was really lost. After many 
days, Scottie found him at the Horse 
Fair! Jim, the little boy whose father 
had entered Snowboot, loved the colt 
just as much as Bob did; and the way 
in which their daddies solved the prob- 
lem so that both boys could be with 
Snowboot every day makes an unex- 
pected but very happy ending to the 
story. Each page of this story is illus- 
trated with a full-page drawing done in 
rich, soft, full color. The book, 10x8% 
inches in size, is well bound, reinforced, 
and has an attractive cover and jacket. 


Aunt Theresa’s Bible Stories. By 
Therese Worman. (Moody Press, Chi- 
cago 10; paper, 50 cents.) Beginning with 
Abraham and ending with Zacchzus, 
Aunt Theresa has taken every letter of 
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the alphabet and written a story having 
to do with a well-known Bible character, 
At the top of each page there is a four- 
line poem and at the bottom a Bible 
verse, both of which are most suitable 
to the subject treated on that page. 
There are ten full-page illustrations by 
Whistler, and on every page an orna- 
mental initial and an appropriate tail- 
piece. The book measures 8%x10% 
inches. The book could be used ef- 
fectively by parents for young children 
in the home, by teachers and leaders for 
teaching children of Primary and Junior 
age, or as an award for attendance in 
the children’s departments. 


Christian Fellowship Games. By Wil- 
liam Robert Adell, (The Warner Press, 
Anderson, Ind., $1, paper.) “Who’s ex- 
pected? You! Who won’t be there? 
Grumpy, Grouchy, and Longface,, What 
to bring? Your thinking cap, your best 
smile, and your testimony in just six 
words.” So reads one of the invitations 
to the many happy get-togethers de- 
scribed in this valuable book. Following 
are about ninety pages of cut-ups, ana- 
grams, bee-swarms, spelldowns, match- 
ing words, autobiographies, and quizzes 
of various sorts. All of these are on 
the Bible except fdur, which are con- 
cerned with hymns or Gospel songs. 
Some of the interesting titles are: “Hunt 
Your Relatives”; “Who Ate with Whom?” 
“Is Your Name in the Bible?” “The Corn 
Game”; “Tournament and Field Day”; 
and “The Bible Clinic.” The author de- 
clares that practically every game in- 
cluded has been tried out in Sunday 
school and church social groups, and 
“there have been no casualties.” But he 
urges that the groups be as large as 
possible in order to avoid embarrass- 
ment on the part of those new to such 
things. 


The Light in My Window. By Fran- 
cena H. Arnold. (Zondervan Pub. House, 
Grand Rapids 2, Mich., $2.50.) Hope 
Thompson, alone in a great city, must 
find work, and after that frightening ex- 
perience in her last office job she must 
try something different. Her need of 
home and shelter led her to accept the 
position offered as cook and mother’s 
helper at Henderson Institute, until she 
could find something better. To her 
surprise she found Dr. and Mrs, Philip 
King and their associates in an im- 
mense, old mansion in the heart of the 
slums, devoting their lives to rescuing 
children from sin and shame, and win- 
ning souls for Christ. The nature and 
value of true social service is beautifully 
demonstrated. 

But the story centers chiefly around 
Hope’s own personality, which has been 
hurt and warped by wrongs, fancied and 
real. The perfect happiness of the fam- 
ily life of the Kings, their unselfishness 
and devotion to Christ, make a tremen- 
dous impression upon her, but not 
enough to break down the wall that her 
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stubborn will has built about her inner 
life— until the astonishing denoucment 


comes at the end. It is a delightful story. 


full of romance and mystery. There are 
fascinating character studies, delicate 
psychology, and above all, a true and 
beautiful witness to the power of the 
indwelling Christ. The plot is deep and 
well laid, and is admirably executed. 
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Four Farthings and a Thimble. By 
Margaret J. Baker. (Longmans, Green 
and Co., Inc., New York 3; $2.50.) When 
Benbow Taylor wanted something he 
was like a steam roller, overriding all 
obstacles. And there were two things 
he wanted—a dog, and a home in the 
country far away from hot, dirty Lon-

lll. A Czar'’s Plans for Russia 


Are the Soviets following a campaign outlined by Peter the Great? 


By L. SALE-HARRISON, D.D., F.R.G.S. 


Bible-believers do not need to be left in the dark or be unduly alarmed 


by Russia’s temporary successes. 


In this third and concluding article of 


his series, Dr. Sale-Harrison turns the light of Ezekiel’s prophecy on 


Russia’s present activities and future hopes. 


In company with many 


other prophetic teachers, he believes that the coming of the Lord may 
not be far distant. 


HEN we note Russia’s rapid. move- 

ments, we ask whether the near- 
ness of the prophecies in Ezekiel is in- 
dicated. The democratic nations are 
greatly concerned because of the speed 
with which Russia — through .Commu- 
nism — is aiming at world control. 

‘Even America is waking up at last, 
and it is slowly dawning upon Wash- 
ington that Russia really means busi- 
ness. But if we did not have Ezekiel’s 
prophecies we certainly would have 
cause for alarm. 

It has been pointed out in this author’s 
copyrighted book, “The Coming Great 
Northern Confederacy,” sixteenth edi- 
tion,! that the Soviets are following a 
plan laid down by Peter the Great, who 
died in 1725. 

In this plan they are to enter into 
German affairs. They must extend their 
frontiers along the Baltic, and along the 
shores of the Black Sea. Then it would 
be their aim to provoke quarrels with 
Turkey, Austria, and to capture Istanbul. 
Through intrigues with Persia (Iran), 
they will have a port on the Persian 
Gulf. Sweden must be taken, Persia 
vanquished, Poland subjugated, and Tur- 
key conquered. They will then make 
overtures to share world dominion, and 
by causing them to quarrel, and annihil- 
ate one another, they will—the docu- 
ment states—be in absolute possession 
of the East, and the best part of Europe. 

Then when opportunity arises, they 
will bring over two immense fleets, laden 
with Asiatic hordes, Convoyed by armed 
squadrons of the Euxine and Baltic, they 
will set sail simultaneously from the 
Sea of Azoff, and the harbor of Arch- 
angel, sweep along the Mediterranean 
and Atlantic, and overrun France. This 
is Russia’s ambition, but she will be a 
long way from accomplishing it all. 

These ambitions, which are culled 
from Peter the Great’s will, are startling 
in view of what is happening today.

This sketched-out plan is being minutely 
carried out. Let us examine the pres- 
ent territorial acquisitions of Russia. 

She is threatening Finland; has over- 
run Latvia, Lithuania, and Estonia; and 
has subjugated Poland and much of Ger- 
many. This success has been acquired 
because of the foolishness of the allied 
leaders. 

America only has stopped Russia tem- 
porarily from taking Greece and Istan- 
bul and progressing in Iran. Russia’s de- 
termination to hinder Austria from 
securing her independence has been sig- 
nificant. Her progress in China— 
through failure to have a united policy 
—has been almost phenomenal. This 
prepares her for the ultimate gathering 
of a great army of Asiatic hordes for 
future control. (This is mentioned in 
the will already referred to.) We are 
certainly living in a day of significance, 
but also tragedy. 

Many things in Peter the Great’s will 
are being carried out so systematically, 
and with such rapidity, that people natu- 
rally ask, “Where is all this going to 
end?” The determination of Russia to 
secure world conquest, by any means 
whatsoever, has astonished democratic 
nations. Her intrigues and spy system 
are unequalled; and this is taking place 
in every country under the sun. 

I wish to point out at this stage that 
the prophecies of Ezekiel 38 and 39 
cannot be fulfilled while the Church is 
on earth. 

The moves that Russia is making today 
are only indications that show how the 
complete prophecies can be fulfilled. 
They are not in themselves prophetic 
fulfillments. 

No prophecies of the movements of 
Gentile nations can be carried out until 
the Church has been caught up to be 
with her Lord. When the Lord gave 
these prophecies, He showed the com- 
pletion of the movements, but did not 
reveal how these international combina- 
tions would come into being. So we 
have this consolation, that though Rus- 
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sia is moving very rapidly, God will put 
a brake upon her advances until He 
has called His Church Home. 

Does it not cheer the heart of the 
Christian to realize that God takes care 
of and protects the lives of His children? 

Palestine is the center of Biblica 
geography; and no prophecies concern. 
ing Gentile nations are given unless their 
movements have some definite ang 
prophesied connection with Israel ang 
their land. This can be easily proved 
by examining all such prophecies. 

Where do we find one Gentile nation 
mentioned in Bible history, from the 
call of the Children of Israel, unless the 
latter came into contact with it? 

We must accept the conclusion that 
the prophecies of Ezekiel 38 and 39 can. 
not be fulfilled until after the Church 
is completed, and caught up. If this js 
so, then the present-day movements are 
startlingly significant. So many Chris. 
tians are afraid that Russia will ad- 
vance into the Mediterranean and 
thereby control the Suez Canal. 

We do not need to be afraid, because 
if Ezekiel 38 reveals the time when 
Russia comes against Palestine, she could 
not come prior to that hour. In other 
words, God has set a time for these 
prophecies to be fulfilled. 

If I had space I would like to show 
that God has led America to hold Russia 
back from taking Greece and Turkey 
because the prophecies of Ezekiel 38 and 
39 can only be carried out according 
to God’s clock; and twelve o’clock for 
Russia has not yet struck. 

Israel is going back to her own land, 
which must be the background of the 
prophecies of our chapters; for this great 
confederacy of the north comes against 
Palestine when Israel has returned, and 
not before. (Chapter 38, verses 8, 11, 12, 
14 state this fact.) 

If the Lord pours out His Spirit upon 
the whole house of Israel when the war 
is over (chap. 39:25) — and Bible-lovers 
know that the Lord does not so signifi- 
cantly reveal Himself to Israel until the 
end of the seven-year period of tribu- 
lation — then the hour of Russia’s in- 
vasion of Palestine must be delayed. 

The tribulation period cannot com- 
mence until the Church is with her Lord. 
Seeing that this is so, it is fully evident 
that these prophecies concerning Russia 
cannot be fulfilled until at least seven 
years after the rapture of the Church. 

If Russia is already moving rapidly 
in the very way that is fully outlined 
in these chapters, and she has some years 
to complete her conquests, how near 
must we be to the prior event, the Rap- 
ture of the Church? 

Though the Lord may tarry that 
others may be saved in this day of un- 
limited grace, it looks as though His 
call will not be long in coming. What 
need there is to be ready, for we know 
not the hour of His return!

The Lesson as a Whole 
By H. A. Ironside, Litt.D. 


Approach to the Lesson 

E ARE called upon to combine 
W in our lesson a message on over- 

coming temptation, with a warn- 
ing as to the terrible menace of in- 
temperance. Our Lord Himself is the 
supreme example of the former, for, 
though sinless Himself, He was tempted 
er tested in all points like as we are 
(Heb. 4:15). He vanquished the Tempter 
by the Word of God. We, who profess 
to follow Him, can only be kept in the 
hour of trial by cleaving to that Word 
and looking up in faith to Him who is 
able to keep us from falling (Jude 24). 
Satan always flees from “Thus saith the 
Lerd.” Christians are called unto holi- 
ness. By life as well as doctrine they 
are to make known the grace and power 
of God. Though saved by faith in Christ 
apart from meritorious works, believers 
are never to become careless or indif- 
ferent regarding their behavior, but are 
to walk in good works (Eph, 2:8-10). 

From the very beginning, the Church 
was called upon to bear witness against 
the then prevailing evils of intemper- 
ance and licentiousness. Nor should we 
be less careful today to press upon those 
who have confessed Christ as Saviour, 
the importance of clean living and the 
avoidance of all loose habits which are 
hurtful to the individual who gives him- 
self to them, and are destructive of all 
true Christian testimony. 

All sin is vile in the sight of God, and 
all iniquity is debasing and defiling to 
man. But of all the evils that have de- 
graded humanity and dishonored God, 
our Creator, probably none _ have 
Wrought more mischief and been re- 
sponsible for more suffering and wretch- 
@dness than the twin sins of drunken- 
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ness and licentiousness. The latter is 
often induced by the former (Prov. 23: 
31-33), and both are of such character 
that they bind their victims in chains 
of habit stronger than steel fetters, so 
that nothing but the saving power of 
God can give deliverance, 


The Historical Setting 

The temptation of our Lord took place 
almost immediately after His baptism 
by John, in the wilderness of Judea, in 
the section known as Quarantana. There 
He met the great Adversary and over- 
came him by the power of the Word. 
The other Scriptures from which our les- 
son is taken are Paul’s Letter to the 
Romans, written from Corinth about 
A.D. 60, and his First Letter to the 
Corinthians, written about a year earlier, 
as Paul was closing his ministry at 
Ephesus, 


Verse by Verse 

Matt. 4:8.—“The devil taketh him up 
into an exceeding high mountain, and 
sheweth him all the kingdoms of the 
world, and the glory of them.” From 
the account of the three temptations of 
our Lord, our attention is here fixed 
on only one: that in which Satan put 
before Him the glories of the kingdoms 
of this world, thus attempting to turn 
Him aside from His great mission of re- 
demption. 

Verse 9.—“All these things will I give 
thee, if thou wilt fall down and wor- 
ship me.” Satan offered the kingdom 
without the cross, an offer which he had 
no authority to make, as “the most high 
ruleth in the kingdom of men, and 
giveth it to whomsoever he will” (Dan. 
4:17b). It was the effort of the Devil 
to have himself acknowledged as God. 

Verse 10—“Thou shalt worship the 
Lord thy God, and him only shalt thou 
serve.” In unswerving loyalty to His 


Father, Jesus overcame the Adversary 
by the Word of God, based upon Deuter- 
onomy 6:13 and 10:20. 


Verse 11—“Then the devil leaveth 
him.” Having proved the uselessness of 
attempting to mislead our Lord, the van- 
quished Adversary left Him for the time, 
to return again in the hour of His great 
trial (Luke 22:53b). 


John 6:15.—“When , . . they would 
.., make him a king, he departed.” 
Impressed by the miracle of the loaves 
and fishes, the multitude would have made 
Jesus king, if He had yielded to their 
demands, but He departed from them, 
for the work of redemption was not 
yet accomplished. 


Romans 13:12.—“Cast off . . . put on.” 
In order to overcome temptation, it is 
all-important that we repudiate the evil 
and contend resolutely for the good. A 
merely negative attitude toward sin will 
not insure victory. There must be a 
positive stand for righteousness. 


Verse 13.—“Walk honestly, as in the 
day.” All evil is of the night and of 
the darkness, and is, therefore, incon- 
sistent with the sunlight of truth, in 
which believers are called to walk (Eph, 
5:8). 

Verse 14.—“Put ye on the Lord Jesus 
Christ.” To put on Christ is to identify 
ourselves with Him by faith, recogniz- 
ing Him as our Example, and trusting in 
Him for power to live victoriously. This 
necessarily involves judging in ourselves 
every tendency toward that which is 
unholy. 

1 Cor. 10:12.—“Take heed test he fall.” 
Failure often comes at the point where 
we imagine that we are strongest. We 
need to remember that the spirit may 
indeed be willing, “but the flesh is weak” 
(Matt. 26:41). Self-confidence is al- 
ways dangerous.

Verse 13.—“God ... will... make a 
way to escape.” We may think some- 
times that God has permitted us to be 
exposed to trials and temptations too 
heavy to bear, but we are assured here 
that, in His faithfulness, He will never 
allow such conditions to came upon us. 
Always there is a way of escape for 
those who look to Him for strength to 
enable them to stand under the most 
adverse circumstances. See also 1 Peter 
4:2 and 2 Corinthians 12:9. 


The Heart of the Lesson 

No man can afford to trifle with habit- 
forming sins. That which at first may 
seem harmless and insignificant becomes 
at last as a powerful serpent, twining 
about the entire being and crushing its 
victim to pieces. The way to be sure 
that one will never become a drunkard 
or a profligate is to flee from temptation 
when first presented, and refuse reso- 
lutely to trifle with sin in any shape or 
form. To do this successfully one needs 
the grace of God. But he who turns to 
the Lord in repentance, and yields to 
Him both as Saviour and Lord, will be 
given all needed strength to resist the 
power of every foe seeking his destruc- 
tion. 

Signing pledges and endeavoring to 
reform only make manifest the utter in- 
ability of the inebriate and the profligate 
to deliver themselves. But, thank God, 
it is still true that “the Lion of Judah 
can break every chain.” The Gospel 
is the power of God unto salvation to- 
day as it ever has been. No matter what 
the evil habits may be which have grip- 
ped body and soul in a vise from which 
escape seems impossible, there is no case 
too hopeless, no life too badly wrecked, 
no character too debauched, for Christ 
to save (1 Cor. 6:9-11). Heaven will 
be filled with saved sinners, many of 
whom had been for years counted by 
their fellows as beyond the pale of re- 
spectability (Matt, 21:31, 32) but who 
found a welcome in the Kingdom of 
God when they bowed in contrition at 
the foot of the cross and trusted the Sav- 
iour, who came not to “call the right- 
eous,. but sinners to repentance” (Matt, 
9:13; Mark 2:17).

ported day by day in our newspapers, 
ought to be sufficient to impress upon 
all who take the name of Christ upon 
them, of the necessity of refraining from 
the convivial use of liquors of all kinds. 
Even if such a custom were right in 
itself, nothing could justify its continu- 
ance when the results are so disastrous 
to such multitudes of our fellow citizens. 
In these cases the innocent suffer with 
the guilty. Let Christians refrain from 
everything that might injure others who 
are weaker than themselves. 

The principle enunciated by Paul in 
Romans 14:21 is one that should never 
be forgotten: “It is good neither to eat 
flesh, nor drink wine, nor any thing 
whereby thy brother stumbleth, or is 
offended, or is made weak.” This is true 
Christian charity and consideration for 
others. It is again enforced in 1 Corin- 
thians 8:9: “But take heed lest by any 
means this liberty of your’s become a 
stumblingblock to them that are weak.” 
One may claim that he is not under Law 
in regard to the use of alcoholic bever- 
ages, but surely any thoughtful man will 
realize what an evil thing this is for 
those who have not the moral or spir- 
itual power to refrain from overindul- 
gence. We are never to be so insistent 
on our liberty that we forget the snares 
to which these weak ones are exposed.

It would be sad indeed if the Chris. 
tian teacher could only show up the 
evils of the liquor habit and not be able 
to tell of a positive cure for those who 
long to be set free from its control, 
Thank God, there is a sure and certain 
cure. Through new birth the drunkard 
may be delivered from the habits that 
have wrecked his life. Reform measures 
while all right in themselves, are only 
ameliorative. The saving power of the 
risen Christ is the one sure remedy, not 
only for drunkenness, but for sin of 
every description. 

Many who have never been fempted 
to live immoral lives, nor to give them- 
selves to inebriety, overlook the fact 
that strife and envying are listed among 
the unholy things from which the Chris- 
tian is to turn away. These are as ob- 
noxious to God as the other sins listed 
in Romans 13:14. 

Intemperance is so inconsistent with a 
profession of Christianity that no one 
believes in the profession of a drunkard, 
however loudly he may protest his faith 
in Christ. 

No drunkard, we are told, can inherit 
the Kingdom of God (1 Cor. 6:9, 10), 
but the power of Christ can save from 
this vice as from all others (1 Cor. 6:11), 

We are not saved by reformation of 
life, but all who are saved will be re- 
formed through the regenerating grace 
of God. 

He who would lead others in the way 
of righteousness must show himself a 
pattern of good works.

“Then saith Jesus unto him, .. . it 
is written _. .” (Matt. 4:10).—It is a 
precious thought that the Lord Jesus is 
the believer’s pattern in the matter of 
temptation, as in other ways. Had He 
fesorted to a display of divine power in 
Meeting Satan, He would have done 

ing which we could not do; but 

: He fell back upon the Old Testa- 
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men‘ and simply said, “It is written, 
Thou shalt worship the Lord thy God, 
and him only shalt thou serve,” He did 
something which we all may do. 

The Word of God is the medium to be 
used in resisting the Devil. He flees 
from its deep cutting edge. Nothing 
else is comparable to it. 

A famous preacher tells the story of 
a schoolboy who was brought to trust 
the Saviour through that wonderful 
verse, John 5:24. But when the boy got 
home, and was sitting on a sofa in a 
room by himself, Satan began to tempt 
him to think it was all a mistake, and 
that Jesus had not really saved him at 
all. At length the temptation became 
so fierce that the boy said it seemed as 
though Satan was actually under the 
sofa talking to him. For a while the 
young Christian did not know how to 
answer Satan; but then he thought of 
an idea. Opening his pocket Bible, he 
placed his finger at John 5:24, and 
reached it under the sofa, and said, 
“There you are, Satan, read it for your- 
self!” The boy said it seemed as if 
that moment the Devil disappeared. 


“He departed again into a mountain 
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himself alone” (John 6:15).—The multi- 
tudes had witnessed “his miracles which 
he did on them that were diseased” (v. 
2); and had observed how He fed the 
5,000 with the loaves and fishes. They 
liked His health program and the simnle 
manner in which he solved their eco- 
nomic problems; so in a burst of carnal 
enthusiasm — without the least apparent 
exercise about their spiritual condition 
— they would force Him to be their king. 
In this test, the Lord simply “departed .. . 
into a mountain .. . alone” to commune 
with His Father. 

Concerning certain phases of tempta- 
tion, our only instruction is to “flee.” 
(See 1 Tim. 6:10, 11; 2 Tim. 2:27.) 
Joseph’s example in fleeing from the 
temptress stands us in good stead today. 

On a young believer's first nicht in 
a big city, a supposed “friend” took him 
sight-seeing. The walk terminated in a 
blind alley and a strange looking house, 
which something told him was “the 
house of the destroyer.” He broke away 
from his companion and fled hastily to 
a near-by chapel, where he praised God 
for his deliverance.

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who knew the Lord Jesus as his Sav- 
iour, and realized something of the truth 
that “ye are not your own , :. ye 
are bought with a price.” In moments 
of trial and temptation he used to ex- 
claim, “Massa, yo’ property am in dan- 
ger” — then fleeing to Him and trusting 
alone to Him “that is able t6 keep,” he 
felt secure. 

“Let us walk honestly . . , not in riot- 
ing and drunkenness .. .” (Rom. 13:13). 
—This being the Temperance Lesson, it 
is appropos that space be given to the 
subject of liquor. The late Evangeline 
Booth said: “Drink has shed more 
blood, hung more crepe, sold more 
homes, plunged more people into bank- 
ruptcy, armed more villains, slain more 
children, snapped more wedding rings, 
defiled more innocence, blinded more 
eyes, dethroned more reason, wrecked 
more manhood, dishonored more woman- 
hood, broken more hearts, blasted more 
lives, driven more to suicide, and dug 
more graves than any other scourge that 
has cursed the world.” 

Along the same line, H. W. Gibson 
says: “I am the greatest criminal in 
history. I have killed more men than 
have fallen in all the wars of the world. 
I have turned men into brutes. I have 
made millions of homes unhappy. I have 
transformed many ambitious youths into 
hopeless parasites. I make smooth the 
downward path for millions. I destroy 
the weak and weaken the strong. I 
make the wise man a fool and trample 
the fool in his folly. I ensnare the inno- 
cent. The abandoned wife knows me; 
the hungry children know me. I have 
ruined millions and shall try to ruin 
more. I am Alcohol.” 

Clarence Darrow and: Clarence True 
Wilson were debating. Said Darrow, “I 
bought some grape juice and put it on 
a shelf for a month and God turned it 
into wine.” Wilson replied: “How about 
eggs? Nature in time will do the same 
thing to them. But I don’t insist on 
eating them addled because it was nature 
that fixed them that way; and I don’t 
argue. my right to put them on the 
market.” Darrow had no answer. 

“Will with the temptation also make 
a way to escape” (1 Cor. 10:13).—There 
is a place in the Hudson River where, 
as you sail, you seem to be entirely hem- 
med in by hills. The boat drives on 
toward a rocky wall, and it seems as if 
it must either stop or be dashed to 
pieces. But just as you come within 
the shadow of the mountain, an opening 
is suddenly discovered, and the boat 
passes out into one of the grandest bays 
on the river. 

So it is with temptation. You are not 
to seek it, not to enter into. it; God 
promises no way out in such a case. But 
if it meets you on your heavenward 
journey, you are to go straight on though 
you see no way out. God does not 
promise “a way of escape” until the 
temptation actually comes. The way will 
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reveal itself in due time if you only 
keep on, your~-way being the way of 
obedience. And remember, that as in 
the river the beautiful bay lies just 
around the frowning rock, so often your 
sweetest and best experience in life lies 
just behind your most threatening temp- 
tation (Selected).

Say, Fellows,—

AY, fellows, here is a lesson for you 

in your own back yard. Here is 
information which you might wisely 
travel all around the world to get if 
there were no other way; but fortu- 
nately, and by the grace of God, it is 
at your finger tips. It concerns some- 
thing that lies at the very roots of your 
greatest need—the need of power to 
live wisely an endless life. 

I am referring to the universal and 
never-ending threat to your peace and 
happiness: Temptation. James 1:12 
says, “Blessed is the man that endureth 
temptation: for when he is tried, he 
shall receive the crown of life, which 
the Lord hath promised to them that 
love him.” And Paul says to the Corin- 
thians (1 Cor. 10:13): “There hath no 
temptation taken you but such as is 
eommon to man: but God is faithful, 
who will not suffer you to be tempted 
above that ye are able; but will with 
the temptation also make a way to es- 
cape, that ye may be able to bear it.” Not 
to escape the impact of the temptation, 
but to escape its overcoming power, 
“that ye may be able to bear it.” There 
is no greater thrill than to overcome 
temptation; and the greatest of all the 
rewards offered in God’s Word are those 
reserved for the overcomers. “To him 
that overcometh will I give to eat of the 
tree of life, which is in the midst of 
the paradise of God” (Rev. 2:7). Also 
read the 11th, 17th, and 26th verses of 
that same chapter; also Revelation 3: 
5, 12, and 21— and as if enough had not 
been promised in those wonderful verses, 
look at chapter 21:7: “He that over- 
cometh shall inherit all things; and I 
will be his God, and he shall be my 
son.” ' Absolutely nothing that is price- 
less and precious left out! 

If a fellow could just remember when 
he is being tempted that he is about to 
be outrageously cheated, that he is pay- 
ing precious gold for something that will 
perish with the using and leave him 
nothing but regrets and humiliation; if 
something would just take a fellow by 
the shoulder and shake him awake to 
the folly he is about to commit, I think 
there would be a better chance for him 
to escape. But even at that, there must 
be the power at hand to resist, and our 
Scripture lesson today furnishes us with 
that very thing. It is the example of 
Jesus, showing what He did, and how He 
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overcame Satan the arch tempter. Did 
you notice what He did, fellows? He 
met the Devil’s propositions by quoting 
the Word of God to him. As salt on 
a snail, so is God’s Word to the Devil. 
(Ever put salt on a snail? Try it. 
Causes instant disintegration.) Satan 
tried to induce Jesus to worship him, 
offering to deliver over to Jesus “the 
kingdoms of the world, and the glory of 
them” if He would do so. And by God's 
permissive will Satan had the power to 
do that. Satan will deliver to you, too, 
all of the world that you can hold if 
you will serve him. But Jesus did not 
fall for Satan’s subtlety; He answered: 
“Get thee hence, Satan: for it is written, 
Thou shalt worship the Lord thy God, 
and him only shalt thou serve. Then 
the devil leaveth him, and, behold, 
angels came and ministered unto him.” 
Jesus was quoting from Deuteronomy

My Class of Girls

IRST of all today, let us hear some 

of the good thoughts you girls have 
been storing in your minds this week. 

“IT have been thinking of Genesis 1:1 
and John 3:16. Those verses made me 
think how true it is that God created 
the Heaven and the earth, and yet it 
was He who gave His Son to die on the 
cross for us.” 

That is a wonderful thought, Doris. 
We will never get over the wonder of 
it that “the great Creator became our 
Saviour.” 

“IT learned Psalm 5:11: ‘Let all those 
that put their trust in thee rejoice: let 
them ever shout for joy, because thou 
defendest them: let them also that love 
thy name be joyful in thee.’” 

What a happy verse that is, Donna! 
Whenever you feel downhearted that 
verse will help you to overcome it. 

“I learned the whole poem, ‘What 
Will You Do Without Him?’ by Frances 
Ridley Havergal.” 

Splendid. You certainly stored many 
good thoughts in your mind for one 
week, Harriet. We will ask you to say 
it for us at young people’s meeting. The 
Lord might use it to show someone there 
his need of the Saviour. 

Our lesson today is on “Overcoming 
Temptation.” The best preparation for 
that is filling your minds with good 
things, above all with the Word of God. 
The first Scripture for today is about 
the temptation of Christ, Matthew 4: 1-11. 
After we have read it, verse about, be 
Teady to tell in how many ways Satan 
tempted Christ and how He overcame 
every time. 

The Lord Jesus overcame temptation 
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by quoting the Word of God. Satan 
tried doing the same thing, but he quoted 
the Bible incorrectly. Turn to Psalm 
91:11, 12 and notice that Satan left out 
the words, “to keep thee in all thy ways.” 
“Showing off” could never be one of the 
ways of the Holy Son of God! We need 
to know God’s Word accurately so that 
we can tell when it is misquoted with a 
distorted meaning. Those who neglect 
the Bible are often led off into false 
doctrine. + 

Our next passage is Hebrews 4:14, 
where we are told to “hold fast our pro- 
fession” because our great High Priest 
has already been received back trium- 
phant into Heaven. Verse 15 helps us 
to understand the perfect sympathy our 
Lord has with us in every temptation 
because He was tempted in every way 
we can be, “yet without sin.” Now 
read verse 16 and see another secret of 
overcoming temptation: Prayer, not just 
prayer at the time of testing, but con- 
stant prayer. Then when temptation 
comes, we will be strong in the Lord 
and able to meet it. 

A Christian young man worked for a 
man who was an infidel. The young 
man supported his widowed mother. 
One Saturday the infidel employer told 
his clerks that they would have to come 
to work the next morning. The young 
man stepped up to the desk, and said: 
“IT am sorry, but I cannot work on Sun- 
day. I always attend church.” 

The infidel said, “If you do not come 
to work tomorrow, you will be dis- 
charged.” 

Work was not very easy to get. The 
young man thought of his widowed 
mother, but he also remembered that the 
Bible says, “Seek ye first the kingdom 
of God, and his righteousness; and all 
these things shall be added unto you” 
(Matt. 6:33). The young fellow was a 
man of prayer also, so he said, “Then I 
will accept my dismissal.” 

Three weeks later a bank president 
asked the infidel employer if he could 
recommend any young man for the posi- 
tion of cashier in his bank. After think- 
ing for a while, the infidel named the 
young man he had discharged. 

The bank president said, 
thought you fired him.” 

“I did,” said the infidel, “because he 
would not work on Sunday. But a 
young man who would rather lose his 
job than do what he believes is wrong 
is the man to whom you can entrust 
your money.” 

Read Romans 13:12-14. Verse 12 tells 
us to stop doing the things that sinners 
do, and start serving the Lord. Verse 
13 shows the contrast between the hon- 
est, upright Christian life and the works 
of darkness which we are to cast off. 
After reading verse 14 I do not see how 
any Christians can have liquor on their 
table. Surely that is making provision 
for the flesh. 

Our last Scripture this morning is 1 
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Corinthians 10:12, 13. In order to over- 
come temptation we must trust in our 
faithful God and ask Him to show us the 
way of escape from the particular temp- 
tation that is bothering us. There is 
a way of escape, and if we have been 
learning God’s Word and praying as we 
should, the Lord will show it to us and 
we shall overcome. 

The Golden Text, James 1:12, says 
that we are blessed if we endure temp- 
tation. What is the reward for enduring 
temptation instead of yielding to it? 
(The crown of life.) Did you know that 
that is the martyr’s crown? See the 
last part of Revelation 2:10, “Be thou 
faithful unto death, and I will give thee 
a crown of life.” Think of it! The mar- 
tyr’s crown is given for those who en- 
dure temptation! Do you. know why? 
The crown of life is for those who love 
the Lord. A man who gives his life 
rather than deny the Lord really loves 
Him. A Christian who really loves the 
Lord will endure temptation and refuse 
to yield to it, for he knows that it was 
sin that sent his Saviour to the cross. 
The crown of life is for those who really 
love the Lord whether they show it by 
living for Him or dying for Him. Will 
that crown be yours?

Topic and Scripture: 
How Jesus Was Tempted (Matt. 4:1-11) 


FTER the storyteller has finished the 
account of the Lord Jesus’ tempta- 
tions (Matt. 4:1-11), ask the class to 
name His temptations again: (1) turn- 
ing stones into bread, (2) jumping from 
the peak of the Temple, (3) getting 
glory and power by worshiping the 
Devil. You never had any temptations 
like that! What temptations did you 
have at Halloween time? Did you carry 
off someone’s front steps? Or cut clothes- 
lines? Or break down fences? Maybe 
you were out worshiping the Devil that 
night and doing everything he suggested ! 
Listen. The Bible says about Jesus, 
“Jesus the Son of God ; , . was in all 
points tempted like as we are, yet with- 
out sin” (Heb. 4:14, 15, Memory Verse). 
Were you ever tempted to lie to make 
yourself look better or smarter than you 
were? Were you ever tempted to take 
something that did not belong to you? 
I wonder, after all, whether the Lord 
Jesus’ temptations were so much differ- 
ent from yours. He was tempted to take 
bread, in a way that did not belong to 
Him, while He was a man on this earth. 
He was tempted to show off and make 
Himself look wonderfully smart in a 
wrong way. He was tempted to take 
glory and honor which were not His 
— yet. 
How did He overcome each time? By 
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knowing what the Bible said, and doing 
it. Oh, boys and girls, how we need 
to read and think about the words of 
that Book and pray, “Lead us not into 
temptation”! By thinking of Jesus’ love 
and His commands, Calu was able to 
overcome his temptation. (Tell the story 
of “Calu and the Purse,” from Standard 
Missionary Pict-O-Graph Stories.!) 

I’m wondering if you can do as well 
this week. Your temptation may not 
be the same as Calu’s. But don’t tell me 
you don’t have any!

For Primary Teachers

ODAY we're talking about tempta- 

tion. That’s rather a. big word for 
Primaries, but they know what it means, 
with a little explanation. I’m sure most 
of them have heard that little whisper 
in their heart that said, “Go ahead and 
take some cookies from the jar. Your 
mother will never know.” -Or maybe a 
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playmate said, “Come on over to my 
house. You can tell your mother you 
had to stay after school.” That is temp- 
tation. It may come from a silent whis- 
per in your heart, or it may be a word 
from some playmate or other person. 

And everybody has temptations. No 
two people have just the same tempta- 
tion. Cookies or candy would not be 
any temptation for me, because I don’t 
like them well enough, but for the child 
with a sweet tooth or two, they are 
temptation. Reading a story when I 
should be doing something else is a 
temptation for me, but would not be 
one for the children. 

Just what is temptation? It is any- 
thing that tries to pull us away from do- 
ing the right thing. Some people can 
be very firm in saying “No!” and others 
never seem to have enough courage to 
refuse to do wrong, but we would all 
fall before temptation if we did not have 
One to fight for us against the Devil. 
Our Lord Jesus Christ was tempted by 
Satan, but He did not yield to Satan’s 
temptations, and Satan had to go away 
defeated. 

Satan tried in three ways to tempt 
Christ to sin, and he uses the same three 
ways to make men sin. He has never 
had to hunt up any new ways, not since 
the first man and woman, for men have 
always fallen into sin through one of 
these three ways. Do you remember 
how Satan tempted Eve? First he told 
her God’s Word was not true, that she 
would not surely die if she ate the for- 
bidden fruit, but would become as God. 
Then Eve saw three things—that the 
fruit was good for food, that it was 
pleasant to the eyes, and that Satan said 
it would make her wise—so she took 
it. You know everyone of us has three 
parts: body, soul or mind, and spirit. 
The fruit as food tempted the body, its 
beauty tempted the mind, and the desire 
for wisdom was from the spirit. 

When Satan tempted the Lord in the 
wilderness, the first temptation was to 
the body, “If thou be the Son of ‘God, 
command that these stones be made 
bread.” Jesus was hungry, for He had 
fasted forty days and nights. The second 
temptation was to cast Himself from the 
steep roof of the Temple, just to prove 
that He was the Son of God, and the 
third one was that Satan promised to 
give Christ all the kingdoms of the world 
if He would bow down and worship him. 
Satan did not want Christ to die on the 
cross to save us all, for Satan knows 
God’s Word. He knew that God had 
promised to put all things, not only in 
this world, but in Heaven above, under 
Christ’s power, after He had died and 
been raised from the dead. So Satan 
tried to turn Christ aside from God’s 
plan. 

That is just what he tries to do with 
every one of you children, tries to make 
you do something that is not what God 
wants you to do. But Jesus did not fall 
before Satan’s temptation, and you will 
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not need to, either, if you just ask the 
Lord through His Holy Spirit to lead you 
out of temptation. There is a wonderful 
verse for you — it’s very long, so we will 
just take part of it. “God is faithful, 
who will not suffer you to be tempted 
above that ye are able; but will with the 
temptation also make a way to escape” 
(1 Cor. 10:13). In our everyday lan- 
guage it means that you will not be 
tempted so much you cannot escape, if 
you depend on God, for He has made a 
way for you to get away from that temp- 
tation. 

In the prayer we call the Lord's 
Prayer, there is a sentence, “And lead 
us not into temptation, but deliver us 
from evil.” That is just what we are 
talking about today. I know children 
who say that prayer, and then go into 
the church service and sit with the boy 
who always makes them laugh or whis- 
per. Then they tell their mother they 
couldn’t help it. What do you think? 
They went right into the place of temp- 
tation. Did you ever do that? They had 
asked God not to lead them into temp- 
tation, and then walked right into it 
themselves. 

There is just one way to overcome 
temptation, and that is through the 
power of the Holy Spirit, who leads us 
and guides us in the ways of the Lord 
Jesus Christ. We cannot have the Holy 
Spirit as our Guide unless we believe 
on the Lord Jesus Christ and ask Him 
to come into our heart. Have you done 
this? If not, do it this very day, please.

Many times 
a boy or girl takes the first drink under 
friendly social pressure. Liquor is there 
and youth is there; custom provides the 
liquor, and comradeship seems to require 
its acceptance. What is alcohol doing to 
youth? And what is the solution to this 
problem? Where does the road to alco- 
holism begin? Bishop W. W. Peele said, 
“This evil has gone so far in its cun. 
ning efforts that, in some social groups, 
it is considered improper and discourte- 
ous not to accept a drink.” 


We Seek the Cause.—The Woman's 
Christian Temperance Union has always 
exercised a humanitarian attitude toward 
the victims of alcohol, and heartily sup- 
ports the program for rehabilitation of 
alcoholics through medical and spiritual 
aids. However, this organization spe- 
cializes in the preventive method 
through a program of education and 
legislation to reduce the mounting num- 
ber of alcoholics and to safeguard the 
youth of today and tomorrow. The ris- 
ing tide of women alcoholics and habit- 
ual drunkards, and its demoralizing ef- 
fect on home life may prove to be the 
galvanic shock needed to arouse the 
apathetic citizen to action. 


Wine and Beer, Primary Schools.— 
“Wine drinking is merely a way of edu- 
cating a man to take his brandy neat, 
It is the primary school for drunkards. 
The only reason a man drinks is to get 
alcohol into his system. The wine 
drinker, downing his eight per cent, or 
ten per cent, or twelve per cent of alco- 
hol, is only a few laps behind the brandy 
drinker, who goes in for from* forty per 
cent of the same thing. The wine 
drinker is in the first grade. The brandy 
drinker has taken his A.B. He drinks 
to get the intoxicating effect of the bev- 
erage, no matter whether it is beer, or 
wine, or whisky. The wine drinker 
is a good little drunkard in the making. 
He will tell you he is a moderate 
drinker. What of it? Moderate drink- 
ing is a stage. It is not a fixed point. 
There is no moderate drinker who is 
not going on to the next stage of the 
journey. The first stage is always beer 
or wine. Unless he is a lunatic, no one 
begins by drinking spirits. There is no 
other way of making a drinker; some 
drinkers get on faster than others, but 
every one has to go through the same 
process of slowly and progressively ac- 
customing the bodily system to the ac- 
tion of alcohol poison.”—Vance Thomp- 
son, from “Dolled Up Booze.”

Young Jonithan Amery 
found himself tricked, and instead of 
being placed upon the Constitution, to 
which he had received assignment as a 
midshipman, he was taken on a smail 
privateer, the Emily Abbett, held as a 
captive, and given the most menial tasks. 
It was in the hard, rough days of the 
War of 1812, and the young boy, in 
spite of his unfair treatment, found he 
was learning much, and that his father’s 
care‘ul training was invaluable. His 
ship captured a British schooner, and in 
turn was sunk by another British Navy 
vessel. Again there was a battle, and 
Jonithan and his two friends found 
themselves captives taken aboard an- 
other American ship. Through all his 
experiences Jonithan proved himself 
well, and his development in seamanship 
is marked. When he finally returns 
home, it is as captain of a captured prize 
merchant vessel. It is presumably a fair 
picture of warfare and life at sea in 
those early days of our country’s history.

A historic story of our own Southwest is 
built about the Rivera family, together 
with many others, returning from Old Mex- 
ico to New Mexico, from which they had 
been driven out by an Indian uprising 
fourteen years earlier, Domingo and Lu- 
cia, teen-age twins, enliven the party.

and that the Lord had turned his ways 
whithersoever He would, and that in 
God’s hand, and not in his, was the his- 
tory of his times. 

The Prophet Jeremiah says of that his- 
tory: “Behold, I will send and take all 
the families of the north, saith the Lord, 
and Nebuchadnezzar the king of Baby- 
lon, my servant, and will bring them 
against this land, and against the in- 
habitants thereof, and against all these 
nations round about, and will utterly 
destroy them, and make them an as- 
tonishment, and an hissing, and perpetual 
desolations” (Jer. 25:9). God gave to 
this king of Babylon “all the kingdoms 


of the world, which are upon the face “~—« 


of the earth” (Jer. 25:26). Nebuchad- 
nezzar “besieged” Jerusalem, and took 
it: but the Bible is careful to state that 
“the Lord gave Jehoiakim king of Judah 
into his hand” (Dan. 1:1, 2). 

In a remarkable vision given to him, 
Nebuchadnezzar was compelled to ac- 
knowledge the hand of God in history. 
In Daniel 4 this king in a -state docu- 
ment tells “all the earth” (Dan. 4:1) 
that “the most High ruleth in the king- 
dom of men, and giveth it to whomso- 
ever he will, and setteth up over it the 
basest of men” (Dan. 4:17). If the 
fourth chapter of Daniel teaches any- 
thing, it teaches with emphasis this 
truth. Here are the statements: “Till 
thou know that the most High ruleth in

1. This Is the Middle East 
(Psa. 107:1-8; Isa. 45:5-7)

OST of us are familiar with the 

terms “Far East” and “Near East.” 
In recent years the term “Middle East” 
has come into use to designate roughly 
those countries that lie in an arc be- 
ginning with Turkey at the north and 
swinging southeastward, then westward 
to include Syria, Iraq, Iran, Palestine, 
Arabia, and Egypt. In this area the 
principal religion is Mohammedanism, 
the most intolerant and fanatical on the 
face of the earth. Christians will real- 
ize with sadness that although in this 


‘region the human race had its begin- 


ning, here is the land of the Bible and 
the Saviour, here Christianity was first 
preached, and from here went forth the 
first Christian missionaries, it did not 
remain a Christian center. Weakened 
first by apostasy and divisions, the 
Christian church was swept out of this 
area in the seventh century by Moslem 
hordes, who with the sword killed or 
“converted” the people to Islam, burning 
and pillaging and destroying churches, 
and often using the very stones of ruined 
Christian churches to build Moham- 
medan mosques. 


In modern times, up until World War 
I, much of the Middle East was closed 
to Christian missions. Some work was 
accomplished in Iran, or Persia, where 
Moslems were more tolerant than in any 
other Middle East land, and some mis- 
sionary effort was made in Egypt and 
Palestine, but results were slow and dis- 
heartening. However, with the breaking 
of Turkey’s strangle hold over this whole 
area by World War I and the subsequent 
revolution in Turkey itself, a new day 
began to dawn for Christianity in the 
Middle East. Mohammedanism ceased 
to be the state religion in Turkey, and 
the attitude of Turkish authorities be- 
came more friendly toward missionaries. 
especially where they were the channels

Turkey’s example had its effect op 
other nations in the Middle East, ang 
a definite move toward westernizatign 
and modernization became apparent 
With it came greater religious freedom 
and growing opportunities for missiop. 
ary effort, especially in Iran and Iraq 
and to some degree in Arabia and Egypt 
Interrupted somewhat by the bitter 
struggle between Jews and Arabs jp 
Palestine, this condition still prevails, 

But this does not mean that Chris. 
tianity now has an easy course in the 
Middle East. The winning of converts 
from Islam and Judaism is still a slow 
and often heartbreaking task, and with 
tke easing of political interference has 
come a new materialism that is not 
making the missionary’s task any lighter. 
Next week’s topic will discuss more fully 
the present needs and opportunities and 
problems in the countries of the Middle 
East. God is able to meet these needs 
and problems through the preaching of 
the Gospel as in no other way. Is He 
waiting for you to pray and send and 
perhaps go, that the Middle East once 
more may hear the Good News?

_ Both Hodge and Warfield (the latter 
in “The Lord of Glory” and in the new 
volume on “The Person of Christ”) 
would have argued most strongly 
against the idea that Jesus assumed 
a nature in all points like ours—A 
Pennsylvania pastor. 

There is no doubt that the reply in 
question would have been safeguarded 
and therefore more satisfactory if the 
writer had added the phrase in the iast 
part of Hebrews 4:15. The verse reads: 


“For we have not an high priest which, 


cannot be touched with the feeling of 
our ‘infirmities; but was in all points 
tempted like as we are, yet without sin.” 

It is never easy to explain the union 
of the divine and human natures in the 
Lord Jesus Christ, and the writer of the 
reply took account of this fact. The prin- 
cipal subject of the letter and answer 
was Christ’s knowledge ef the Scrip- 
tures, and His sinless nature was not 
in question. The writer made it clear 
that he was in agreement with Dr. 
Charles Hodge, whom he quoted, in be- 
lieving without reserve in the deity of 
the Lord Jesus, and in His unique Son- 
ship. When we have explained the mir- 
acle as fully as we can, we must still 
say with Paul, “And without contro- 
versy great is the mystery of godliness: 
God was manifest in the flesh, justified 
in the Spirit, seen of angels, preached 
unto the Gentiles, believed on in the 
world, received up into glory” (1 Tim.
